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Firstly, paragraph 13 in the final rejection references the wrong claim. The examiner believes that claim 32 should have been objected to 
instead of claim 34. Specifically, claim 32 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 3, replace "register" with 
-registers-. 

On page 12 of the remarks, applicant argues the rejection of claim 1 1 , in substance that: 

"The Examiner also refers to knowledge in the art regarding the benefits of register renaming. In view of this, it is not clear to Applicants 
if the Examiner finds Yeager to suggest modifying Blomgren or if he contends the suggestion comes from what is alleged to be well-known 
art. Applicants submit that this is not the type of fact of which notice can be taken. If the Examiner wishes to rely on this fact, he should 
cite a reference with the appropriate teaching. Beyond that, if this is so well known and obvious to do, why didn't Blomgren do it? In view 
of these deficiencies, Applicants believe that all remaining claims should be allowed." 

While fully considered, this argument has been deemed non-persuasive by the examiner because Yeager was supplied to show a 
system that implemented register renaming. The examiner then simply gave a well-known reason why Blomgren could be modified in 
view of Yeager to include register renaming (i.e., eliminating WAW and WAR hazards). The examiner had even provided Hennessy, page 
251 (middle), which states this very same thing. In addition, just because something is well known does not mean that it will necessarily 
be disclosed in the prior art. Blomgren's focus is not on register renaming but it is instead on partial register accesses. This is not to say 
that Blomgren cannot be associated with register renaming. In fact, if Blomgren had taught register renaming, the examiner would have 
made a 35 U.S.C. 102 rejection. However, since this teaching is missing from Blomgren, a 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection was made instead. 
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
